Scarpaleggia, che Chief of we Banditi, to 
whom are owing the principal Intelligence the Ene- 
my have in this Kingdom, having kept himfelf for 
fome Time in inacceffible Places, has joyn’d Gene- 
ral Taun, who kas declar’d him General of his 
Huffars, becauf+ knowing the Country very well he 
may be ferviceablein making Excurfions wich Parties. 
The Duke d’Atti, who is advanc’d on that Side 
with a flying Camp to obferve the March of the E- 
nemy, having caus’d all the Cora to be fecur’d, 
and the Plains of So:a to be laid wafte, has pof- 
fefs'd himfelf of the narrow Paffage of Mignano 
near San-Germano, which is fifty Miles from this 
City. The Duke d’Efcalona our ‘Viceroy, having 
aflembled the Deputies of the Benches of the No- 
bility, and other eminent Perfons, declar'd ro them 
that he was determin’d ro march againft the Ene- 
my, and to facrifice his Life and all he had in the 
World for the Service of the King his Matter ; 
he dciir’'d them to communicate this Refolution to 
the Benches of the Nobility, which they did, and 
found in them the fame Difpofitions.
